Hartnell Line Was 


Weakened by Injury 


With a_ well-balanced passing 
and running attack, a hard-charg- 
ing and fast line, and a near-per- 
fect pass defense, Hartnell’s po- 
tent Panthers fought to a 12-6 win 
over the Bakersfield College Rene- 
gades at Bakersfield last Friday 
night. : 

However, the Panthers managed 
also to compile nine penalties for 
a total of 95 yards, about nine or 
ten injuries of varied importance, 
and four fumbles. The injuries 
will undoubtedly greatly hamper 
the team tomorrow night since they 
are all at key positions. 

Loren Green left the game at 
the end of the first period after 
aggravating an old knee injury. 
Bill Walker was forced to leave the 
game at the beginning of the third 
period with a knee injury that has 
since turned out to be serious. Ed 
Dysle and Joe Oliveira were both 
forced to leave the game at the 
end of the third period. Ed’s ankle 
had been reinjured and Joe twisted 
his knee while belting a Renegade 
halfback out of bounds. 

Other ailments, that have since 
proved minor, were Nails Ruther- 
ford’s knee, Ernie Piini’s bruised 
thigh muscle, and Bob Burton's 
black eyes. 

The Panthers were outgained -on 
the ground, 193 yards to 161. How- 
ever, the Panthers passed for 110 
yards and held the Renegades pass- 
ing to 12 yards and one comple- 
tion in 16 attempts. Bob Swan, 
Hartnell’s quarterback, completed 
eight passes in 17 attempts. Swa- 
nie also had two _ completions 
called back. 

Hartnell. used the two platoon 
system on the Renegades and the 
reserves, who were the defensive 
unit, performed very well. The 
touchdown that they did allow the 
Renegades came after two penal- 
ties had practically given the Ren- 
egades the score. 

Bill Walker, until he was. in- 
jured, was the best back on the 
field. He averaged 6 yards per 
carry in 11 attempts. Fred Man- 
teufel, Jim Miyasoto, and Bill 
Cooke played good offensive foot- 
ball for Hartnell.
